'ffrflEREASn  great  inconvenience  has  been  felt  by  the  Proprietors  of  Common  Fields, 
from  Individuals,  or  other  Proprietors  of  Common  Fields,  marking  Horses  and 
Cattte  vith  a  brand  or  mark,  similar  to  that  previously  adopted,  and  used  by  such  first 
mentioned  Proprietors,  for  remedy  thereof — 

I.  BE  it  enacted^  by  the  Lieutenant-Qovemorf  Council  and  .tfsssmfr/y,  That  from 
and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  every  brand  or  mark  adopted  by  the  Proprietors  of  any 
Common  Field,  in  and  by  their  regulations  concerning  such  Common  Field,  or  otherwise, 
for  the  purpose  of  branding  or  marking  the  Horses  or  Cattle,  turned  or  to  be  turned  into 
such  Common  Field,  before  the  same  shall  be  used  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  entered  by 
such  Proprietors  in  a  Book,  to  be  kept  by  the  Town  Clerk  of  the  Township  or  Settle- 
ment wherein  such  field  may  be  situate,  who  shall  receive  for  so  recording  the  said  mark 
or  brandy  the  sum  of  one  shilling.  II* 
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IL  Protided  always^  and  be  itjuriker  enacted^  That  such  Town  Clerk,  after  entry  Pmit/forM-

brand  or  mark  so  entered  and  recorded  ns  kforesaid,  for  the  purpose  of  marking  or  brand- 
a  horse,  ox,  cow,  or  any  other  be.ist  of  the  descripiion  aforesaid,  except  such  person  or 
persons  as  may  be  authorised  and  entitled  so  to  do,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Proprietors  of  the  Common  Field,  so  having  adopted  and  entered  such  brand 
or  mark,  with  the  Town  Clerk  as  aforesaid,  each  and  every  person  so  offending  or  being 
accessary  thereto,  on  conviction  thereof,  before  any  two  of  Mis  Majesty's  Justices  of  the 
PeacCy  tor  the  County  or  District  wherein  the  offence  shall  have  been  committed,  shall, 
at  the  option  of  such  Justices,  be  adjudged,  either  to  be  committed  to  the  Common  Jail 
of  such  County  or  District,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  three  Months,  nor  less  than  one 
Month,  and  be  accordingly  committed  by  Warrant,  under  the  hands  and  seals  of  the 
said  Justices,  or  shall  be  adjudged  to  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  Five  Pounds, 
nor  less  than  Three  S'ounds,  with  costs  of  i>uit,  to  be  levied  by  warrant  of  distress,  and 
sale  ofthe  Offender's  Goods  and  Chatties,  ami  to  be  pnid,  after  deducting  such  costs,  to 
the  Overseers  ofthe  Poor,  for  the  use  ot  the  Poor  ofthe  Township,  Parish  or  Settle- 
ment, wherein  such  offence  shall  have  been  committed. 

Jlfkd  whereas,  from  the  length  of  time  now  allowed  by  Law,  after  notice  given  toper-  p^^^,,,^ 
sons  holding  Lands  adjoining  such  Common  t^ields,  to  repair  their  Fences  dividing  their    "^"^ 
lands  from  such  Common  Fields,  before  a  Fence-viewer  can  legally  proceed  to  cause  such 
deficient  Fence  to  be  repaired  ;  great  injury  is  often  done  to  such  Common   Fields,   for 
remedy  thereof:

y/^HEREAS^  the  Parish  of  St.  Paul  now  comprehends  a  large  extent  of  Land,  which 
has  become  very  inconvenient  on  account  of  its  ^reat  extent,  and  the  incresse  of  its 
inhabitants.  And  tohereaB^  a  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said.  Township  have  e- 
rectfd,  built  and  finished,  a  Church,  which  they  have  called  or  named  St.  George'a 
Church,  for  the  celebration  of  Divine  Service,  according  to  the  rites  and  ceremonies  of 
the  Church  of  England,  in  which  a  Minister  of  the  said  Church,  regqiarly  ordained  and 
licenced,  now  officiates;  and  at  which  a  large  Congregation  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said 
Township  regularly  attend  Divine  Worship: 

And  IVhereas,  xn,e  Venerable  Archdeacon  Robert  Willis,  D.  D.  the  present  Rector 
of  the  said  Parish  of  St,  Paul,  has  voluntarily  relioquished  all  claim  he  migbt  have  to 
any  compensation  on  account  of  so  considerable  a  diminution  of  hjs  parishioners,  and 'has, 
so  far  as  he  {^interested  in  the  premises,  most  willingly  consented  to  the  said  division, 
as  a  measure  advantageous  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  intendedTarish  oflSt.  George :

f^IlERK&S  the  present  compensafion  allowed  by  Law  to  Coroners,  for  holding  In- 
quests, has  been  found  inadequate  ; 

I.  JtEU  therefvrc  enacicd,  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  Council  and  Assembly^  Thar, 
rrom  and  after  the  publication  hereof,  every  Coroner  within  this  I'roTiace  shall  return 
each  and  every  Inquisition  by  him  taken,  on  view  of  any  decer^sed  Person,  before  the 
next  sitting  of  tho  Supreme  Court,  in  the  County  or  District  wherein  such  Coroners 
shall  have  Jurisdiction,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown,  or  his  Deputy,  for  such  County  or 
District,  who  shall  thereupon  file  the  same,  and,  without  fee  or  rew:!rd,  give  to  such  Co- 
roner a  Certificate  of  such  Inquisitions  having  been  so  returned  and  filed  with  him,  and 
therein  state  the  day  and  year  when  such  Inquisition  was  taken,  and  when  returned  and 
filed  as  aforesaid  ;  and  upon  such  Certificate  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown,  or  any  one  of 
his  Deputies,  being  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Province,  if  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  or  Con>*nauder  iu  Chief  for  (he  time  being,  by 
Warrant  under  his  Hand  and  Seal,  to  direct  that  there  be  paid  to  any  such  Coroner, 
for  each  and  every  such  Inquisition  so  taken,  returned  and  filed,  as  aforesaid,  the  sum 
of  Fifty  Shillings,  from  and  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  Province.

BE  ii  enacted,  by  the  Lieutenant- GovernGr^  Council  and  ^st/emblijf  That,  from  and  Barrel  and 
after  the  first  day  ofSeptember  next,  all  Barreli,  Half  Barrels  and   Tierces,   in  Twcw-iiwir 
which  Pickled  Fish,  cither  for  ejipcrtaiioa  cr  home  consumption,  are  packed  (for  sale),  Iiri^e*bif*tf 
shall  be  made  of  sound  well-seasoned  timber,  free  from  sap,  and  constructed  of  Staves  of  which  thoj 
the  thickness  not  less  than  balfan  inch  in  the  thinnest  part,  if  made  of  hard  wood,  cr  thre?  "''*^  ^o*"^ 
fourths  of  an  inch  when  made  cf  soft  wood,  and  shall  have  the  bung  stave  made  of  hard 
wood,  with  heading  well  seasoned  and  planed,  and  free  from  sap.     The  barrels,  half  bar- 
rels, and  'tierces,  to  be  well  hooped,  with  at  least  four  hoops  on  each  bilge,   and   four 
hoops  on  each  chime.    The  barrel  staves  to  be  twenty-eight  inches  in  length,   and   the 
heads  to  be  seventeen  inches  between  the  chimes,  and  to  contain  not  less  than  twenty* 
iihie»  nor  over  thirty  gallons ;  the  half  barrels  to  contain  not  less  than  fifieeh   gallons  , 
and  the  tierces  to  contain  not  less  than  forty-five,  nor  more  than  forty-six  gallons.

lect to  obey  any  such  order,  shall  be  deprived  c.  any  Provincial  allowance  or  &;:lary  to 
which  he  may  be  entitled  for  that  year.

Whereas^  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  require  to  be  altered  and  amended  : 
I.  BE  it  therefore  enacted^  by  theLieutenanUGovcn^or,  Council  and  Jiseembly^  That 
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the  first,  third  and  ninth  Sections  of  the  said  Act  shall  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  re- 
pealed, save  and  except,  as  to  all  matters  done,  or  penalties  incurred  or  recoverable  un- 
der the  same.

Jf^BEREAS^  by  firtue  of  certain  Statutes  of  the  Imperial  Parliament    of  Great-  Pmh^i* 

Britain,  passed  m  the  sixth  year  of  His  present  Majesty's  Reign,  all  Fees  and 
Perqubites  prcTiousl]^  exacted  by  the  Officers  of  His  Majesty's  Customs  in  the  Colonies, 
on  Vessels  engaged  in  the  Trade  thereof,  were  wholly  abolished,  and  the  Commerce 
of  the  said  Colonies  was  by  the  same  Statutes  relieved  from  many  burthensome  restric- 
tions. 
And  whereae^  Bf  ue  oLtbe  said  Statutes,  that  is  to  lay,  the  Act,  entitled, An  Act  to

by  the  same  authority  of  the  Governor,  Lieuienant-Uovernor.  or  Cemmaniler  in  Chief 
and  Council ;  and  that»  before  any  such  Commissioner  shall  act  under  such  appointment 
hesha!l  take  the  Oath  container^  in  the  Schedule  annexed  to  this  Act,  marked  A.  before 
one  of  the  Judges  ol  ihe  5<upreme  Court.

Pounds, 
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Potwdstcr  thereabouts,  will  be  due  end  payable  for  the  expencea  incurred,  until  the  laat 
dav  of  December,  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Thirty*  Jnd  wherea$f  it  is  ezpe« 
dient  to  provide  for  the  immediate  liquidation  of  the  said  debt,  and  fiir  the  support  of  the 
said  Establishment ;  Jind  wkerea$^  to  provide  more  effectually  for  the  health  and  comfort 
of  Paupers  within  the  Poor«  fJouse,  and  for  the  care  of  the  Children  who  now  are  re- 
ceivings or  hereafter  may  claim,  the  benefits  of  the  said  Bstablishmenr,  it  has  become 
necessary  to  separate  such  Children  from  the  other  Paupers,  and  to  procure  other  and 
more  convenient  Buildings  for  their  reception  :

An  Aet  concerning  Persons  Licensed  to  keep  Public  Honses 
or  Shops,  and  the  Duties  thereon.

BE  it  enacted^  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor^  the  Council  and  Jheembly^  That,  from  Aetss.  Gm 
and  immediately  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,   all  and  singular  the  clauses  and  "'u^aimI 
provisions  contained  in  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Province,  passed  in  the  mMt'ofiUi 
Thirty-ninth  year  of  the  Reign  of  His  late  AJajesty  King  George  the  Third,  entitled,  A«ir«p«i«4 
An  Act  for  raising  a  Revenue   to  reoair  the  Roads  throughout  the  Province,  by  laying 
a  Duty  on  Persons  hereafter  to  be  licensed  to  keep  Public  Houses  or  Shops  for  the

or  other  Country  or  Colony,  shall  come  to  an  Anchor  at  certain  places,  to  be  appointed

'^HEREjiS  the  Meeting- House  at  Onslow,  in  tfae  District  of  Colcbesler,  wherein 
the  Heverend  James  Monroe  and  the  Iteverend  John  Baxter  at  present  ofliciate, 
was  originally  built  by  a  nunrkber  of  Personis  who  were  mutually  interested  therein,  and 
were  the  Owners  of  the  Pews  in  such  Meeting-House,  many  of  which  persons  are  since 
dead,  and  the  property  in  the  said  Pews  in  such  Meeting-House  has  now  become  vested 
in  the  Heirs  and  Families  of  such  deceased  original  Proprietors.

year  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Eighty-four,  and  enrolled  in  His  Majesty's

JfVEREJISj  by  the  Laws  now  in  force  for  the  relief  of  Insolvent  Debtors,  theCre- 
PvMs^to  ditor  or  Creditors  at  whose  suit  such  Debtor  may   have  been  taken  in  execution, 

artf  enfpower ed  to  detain  such  Debtors  rn  Gaol,  after  they  have  complied  with  all  the 
requisites  of  the  Acts  passed  for  the  relief  ot  such  Debtors,  upon  making  to  such  Debt- 
ors the  weekly  allowance  of  Bread  prescribed  by  the  said  Acts  ;  Bndtchertas^  Persons 
who  have  fully  afkd  fairly  assigned  all  their  Property  fur  the  benefit  of  their  Creditors, 
are  frequently  ao  detained  in  custody  by  their  Creditors,  with  a  view  of  extorting  the 
amount  o(  the  Debts  due  to  them  from  the  friends  or  relatives  of  such  Debtors,  who  have 
had  no  control  over  such  Debtors,  nor  have  been  parties  in  any  way  to  the  contract- 
ing of  the  debt,  nor  have  had  any  means  of  preventing  the  same  from  having  been  con- 
tracted:

jyHEKEAS  the  Alewives  Fishery,  on  the  River  at  Barrington,  in  this  Province, 
is  a  Public  Fishery  open  to  all  the  Inhabitants  of  that  Township.  -Jnd  tchereaSy 
ifom  the  increase  of  the  Inhabitants,  and  the  limited  number  of  Fishing  ^Stations,  but 
tew  persons  can  receive  any  benefit  from  said  Fishery,  and  from  the  general  resort  of 
the  Inhabitants  thereto,  much  riot  and  confusion  has  been  and  is  continually  produced, 
insomuch  that  at  present  the  said  Fishery  is  of  little  or  no  advantage  to  the  Inhabitants 
generally:

jy^HEREAS,  the  provisions  contained  in  the  seventh  clause  or  section  of  the  Act, 
passed  in  the  last  Session  of  the  General  Assembly,  entitled,  An  Act  in  further 
addition  to,  and  in  amendment  of,  the  Act  for  (he  choice  of  Town  Officers,  an  d  regulat- 
ing of  Townships,  have  been  found  inconvenient,  inasmuch  as  it  frequently  happens, 
that  although  due  notice  may  have  been  given  to  the  Proprietors  of  the  Common  Fields, 
mentioned  in  such  Act,  of  the  intended  meeting  of  such  Proprietors,  yet  such  a  number  of 
Proprietors  do  not  attend  the  said  meeting,  whose  rights  and  shares  amount  together 
to  onehalf  of  the  land  contained  in  the  said  Common  Field,  in  consequence  of  which  such 
meeting  cannot  legally  make  or  pass  such  regulations,  affecting  the  said  Common  Field, 
as  will  be  binding  and  conclusive  on  the  said  Proprietors: 

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted^  by  the  Lietitenant- Governor^  Council  and  Jiaembly^  That

(PJiSSED  TaE$(Hk  DJiY  OF  MJiRCH,  1893.) 

'JI^HERBJiS  it  is  necestaryi  in  order  to  pre%eDt  Frauds  in  regard  to  the  quantity  and- 
quality  of  Flour  and  Meal  consumed  in  this   Province,  that  the  same  should   be 
weighed  and  inspected  before  being  offered  Tor  sale  in  barrels  or  half  barrels : 

I.  Beit  therefore  enacted^  by  the  President,  Council  and  Assemblfff  That,  for  the 
purpose  ofcarryiog  into  effect  the  provisions  and  regulations  hereinafter  contained,  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  or  Commander  in 
Chief  for  the  time  being,  toappoint  and  commission  at  and  for  each  and  every  of  the  ports 
of  Kntrv  of  this  Province,  one  fit  and  proper  person  to  be  Inspector  and  Weigher  of 
Flour  and  IMeal,  which  Inspector  and  Weigher  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Deputy 
or  Deputies  under  him,  as  he  may  chink  expedient,  and  which  Deputy  or  Deputies  shall 
act  under  the  direction  of  the  Inspector  by  whom  he  or  ihey  may  be  appointed,  and  shall 
be  removeable  at  his  will  and  pleasure,  and  each  and  every  Inspector  shall  be  chargeable 
with,  and  liable  for,  the  acts,  conduct  and  defaults,  of  the  Deputy  or  Deputies  so  by  him 
appointed,  and  may  take  such  security  as  he  may  think  proper  for  the  good  conduct  and 
faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  such  his  Deputy  or  Deputies.

in  like  manner  sworn  to  do  their  duty  as  such  Deputy- Inspectors  and  Weighers.

half  barrel  of  Flour  and  Meal,  of  any  of  the  descriptions  aforesaid,  imported  into  this

An  Act  concerning  Nuisances. 

IPM3ED  THE  90th  DJY  OF  JPRIL,  18SS.) 

jyHERBJISj  by  ihe  sixteenth  section  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  (his  Pro- 
vincci  passed  in  the  third  year  of  His  late  Majesty's  Reigc,  entitled,  An  Act  for 
consolidating  and  reducing  in(o  one  Act  all  the  Acts  heretofore  made  relaling  to  Tres- 
passes,  it  is,  among  other  things,  enacted,  that  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Jus- 
tices of  the  Peace  in  the  General  or  Special  Sessions  of  the  Peace  at  Halifax,  when 
fife  Jusdces  at  the  least  shall  be  attending,  to  make  and  publish  Jrom  time  to  lime,  as  (hey 
may  iudge  necessary,  such  regulations  respecting  the  places  and  manner  of  slaugh(erinp 
Csttle  at  they  may  think  best  calculated  to  cleanliness  and  prerent  risk  or  injtiry  to  the 
health  of  the  Inhabitants  in  the  Town  and  Suburbs  of  Halifax,  and  also  for  the  cleans- 
ing of  the  Streets,  and  for  disposing  of  and  removing  heaps  of  dun  gnashes,  or  offals,  which 
may  be  laid  therein  and  suffered  to  remain  to  the  annoyance  of  the  neighbourhood  or 
passengers,  or  (o  the  incumbrance  of  the  streets  thereof. 

Jtnd  whereas^  by  the  6ix(eenth  Section  of  (he  same  Act,  the  penalties  and  mode  of  re* 
covering  the  same  for  offences  against  the  said  regulations  are  established. 

Jind  whereasy  it  is  expedient  to  extend  to  the  Justices  in  Session  in  the  several  Coun- 
ties and  Districts  of  the  Province,  with  respect  to  nuisances  in  towns  or  places  therein, 
the  powers  in  the  said  sixteenth  section  provided,  and  also  to  enlarge  the  same,  and  to 
provide  more  effectually  for  enforcing  such  regulations  : 

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted^  by  the  President^  Council  and  Jiasembly,  That  His  Ala - 
jesty^s  Justices  assigned  to  keep  the  Peace,  in  each  and  every  County  and  District  of 
the  Province,  at  any  their  General  or  Special  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  when  five  Justices 
at  the  least  shall  be  attending,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorised  and  required, 
from  time  to  time,  and  when  and  so  often  as  they  shall  judge  it  necessary  so  to  do,  to 
make,  ordain,  publish  and  put  in  execution,  all  such  orders  and  regulations  of  the  Ses- 
sions for  such  Counties  and  Districts  respectively,  as  from  time  to  time  shall  appf^i^  pro* 
per  and  expedient  to  be  made,  as  well  for  the  objects  and  purposes  in  the  said  sixteenth 
section  provided,  as  also  to  prevent  the  placing  or  exposing  ihe  body  of  any  dead  ani- 
mal, or  any  part  thereof,  or  decayed  fish,  or  the  offal  of  any  animal  or  fish,  or  any  other 
offensive  animal  matter,  or  substance,  in»  upon  or  near,  to  any  public  street,  highway, 
wharf,  or  common,  or  in  any  dwelling  house,  building,  boat  or  vessel,  or  in  any  place 
where  the  same  animal,  bodies,  fish,  or  substance  aforesaid  respectively,  may  be,  or  be 
likely  to  become,  offensive,  or  nubances;  and  likewise  for  the  prevention,  abatement  and 
removal,  of  ail  nuisances  whatsoever,  whereby  the  public  health  may  be  affected ;  and 
further,  for  the  cleaning  and  purifying  the  streets,  lanes,  wharves,  and  other  places 
within  the  several  towns  and  settlements,  in  any  such  County  or  District.     And  more* 
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over,  for  the  removal,  burial  or  dentruction,  of  all  animal  or  other  substances,  whereby 
ofensive  nuisances  may  be  occasioned,  or  the  public  highways,  or  the  streets,  lanes, 
wharves,  or  other  parrs  of  any  such  town,  may  be  incumbered ;  and  likewise  for  the  pre*> 
serration  and  cleansing  of  the  public  wells  and  reservoirs  of  water  in  any  such  town  or 
place,  and  preventing  injury  to  the  pumps  therein  pUced,  and  otherwise  preserving  the 
same. 

II.  Jlnd  be  iijurther  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  said  Justices  in  orj«t»  orj«. 
any  such  County  or  District  io  any  such  Session,  whether  general  or  special  assembled,  '*^  J^\^^ 
to  repeal,  amend  or  alter  any  such  orders  or  regulations  made,  or  to  be  made,  touching  ^Z^to^'''  ' 
the  matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  and   to  make  other  and  (lifTerent  regulations  as 
from  time  to  time  may  appear  expedient,  and  also  to  impose  and  lieclare  any   penalties 
for  the  violation  of,  or  neglect  or  refusal  to  obey,  any  such  regulations  respectively,  as  to 
the  said  Justices  may  appear  expedient,  so  as  the  penalty  for  any  one  offence  be  not  great- 
er than  five  pounds,  nor  less  than  ten  shillings. 

lil.  Jlnd  be  ii  further  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Justices,  in  Ses-  iMp<ctor«  mat 
sion5,  to  nominate  and  appoint,  if  ihey  shall  think  It  expedient  so  to  do,  from  time  to  ^^S^^' 
time,  sttch  number  of  competent  persons  as  they  shall  consider  proper  or  necessary  to 
be  Inspectors  under  this  Act,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carry  into  effect  all  such  rulee 
and  regulations  as  from  time  to  time  shall  be  established  under  this  Act,  for  or  concern- 
ing the  objects  and  purposes  respectively  herein  before  mentioned,  or  otherwise  for  pre- 
serving cleanliness  and  preventing  nuisances  in  the  several  towns  and  settlements,  or  in 
or  upon  any  bi|<hways,  streets,  wharves,  boats  and  vessels,  or  other  places  whatsoever, 
and  every  such  Inspector  shall  be  sworn  to  the  true  and  faithful  performance  of  hi^^ 
duty. 

IV.  Jind  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  one  Justice  Ord«r  rot 
of  the  Peace  in  any  County  or  District,  upon  his  own  view  or  the  oath  of  any  one  credi-  jJ^Veev**' 
ble  witness,  to  make  an  order  in  writing  for  the  removal,  burial  or  destruction,  as  to 
him  may  appear  necessary,  of  any  animal  body,  or  parts  thereof,  decayed  fish,  offul  of 
any  animal  or  fish,  or  other  ofiensive  substances,  occasioning  or  creating  nuisances  in  or 
near,  or  encumbering  the  highways,  streets,  wharves,  or  places  in  any  town  or  settle- 
ment, or  being  in  any  boat  or  vessel ;  and  also  to  order  and  direct  the  same  to  be  done 
by  the  party  or  parties  by  whom  or  whose  directions  such  nuisances  may  have  been  oc- 
casioned, or  by  any  other  person  whom  the  said  Justice  shall  appoint  to  remove,  bury  or 
destroy,  such  substances;  and  all  evpences  thereby  incurred,  sball  be  borne  and  be  paid  ^'M^'"' 
by,  and  recovered  against,  the  party  or  parties  so  occasioning  such  nuisances,  or  other- 
wise io  such  msnner  as  in  and  by  the  aforesaid  orders  and  regulations  bhall  have  been 
provided. 

y.  Jlnd  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said   Inspectors  so  appointed   shall  be,  nad  Powonanc 
they  are  hereby  severally  authorised  and  empowered  to  enter  into  and  exarotne  in  the  i)nii<''*  "' 
day  time,  at  such  times  as  such  Inspectors  respectively  shall  think  fit,  as  well  all  ves*  ^''*^'^'"^ 
sels  and  boats,  lying  at,  or  near  tC;  as  all  buildings,  lots,  yards,  wharves,  and  places  ut 
every  description,  in  any   town  or  settlement  wherein  such  Inspectors  or  any  of  them 
may  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  offensive  substances,  injurious  to  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants,  are  or  may  be  deposited  ;    and  to  ascertain  and  report  to  the  Police  Oflice 
in  such  town,  if  any,  or  to  any  two  Justices  of  the  Peace,  the  condition  of  such  vessels, 
boats,  buildings,  lots,  yards,  wharves  and  places  aforesaid,  so  far  as  the  public  health 
may  be  affected  thereby;  and  to  give  all  such  directions,  and   to  adopt  and  eniorce  all 
such  measures,  as  in  the  judgment  of  such  Inspectors,  or  by  the  order  of  the  said  two 
Justices  respectively,  may  be  necessary  for  the  cleansing  and  purifying  all  such  vessels, 
boats,  buildings,  lots,  yards,  wharves  and  places ;   and  to  do,  or  cause  to  be  done,  every 
thing  in  relation  thereto  which  in  their  opinion  may  be  necessary  to  preserve  the  health 
of  the  inhabitants.

^HEREJIS,  the  Meeting- House  at  Upper  Stewiacke,  in  the  District  of  Colchester, 
wherein  the  Reverend  James  Smith  at  present  officiates^  was  originally  built  by  a 
number  of  persons,  who  were  mutually  interested  therein,  and  were  the  Owners  of  tbe 
Fews  in  such  Meeting*House,  many  of  which  persons  are  since  dead,  and  the  Property 
in  the  said  Pews  in  such  Meeting- House  has  now  become  vested  in  the  Heirs  or  other 
Representatives  of  such  deceased  Original  Proprietors  ;  Jlnd  whereas^  the  interest  of 
tbe  several  present  Owners  of  the  said  Pews  has  now  become  so  inconsiderable,  that 
great  difficulties  are  experienced  in  procuring  Funds  to  keep  the  said  Meetiog-Houae

An  Act  lor  amending  the  Practice  oi  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
and  diminishing  the  Expences  thereof. 

{PASSED  THE  20IA  DAY  OF  APRIL,  18SS.) 

BE  it  enacted^  by  the  President j  CguncU  and  Jisaembly^  That  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  the  naid  Court  of  Chancery,  and  the  Judges  thereof  are  hereby  requir- 
ed, by  any  orders  thereof  from  time  to  time  to  be  made  or  established,  to  make,  ordain 
and  enforce,  such  rules  and  course  of  practice  for  the  proceedings  and  business  of  the 
said  Court,  and  for  the  pleadings  in  causes  therein  now  or  hereafter  to  be  depending,  as 
will  reduce  the  great  prolixity,  expence  and  delays,  of  such  proceedings,  business  and 
pleadings,  under  the  present  pr^^ctice  thereof,  and  such  orders  and  rules  from  time  to

road,  so  called,  towards  Valmouth,  has  been,  in  consequence  of  the  opening  of  a  new  and 
more  convenient  line  of  road  within  a  short  distance,  nearly  parrallel  thereto,  rendered 
useless ;  and  the  keeping  open  of  the  said  old  road  is  attended  with  great  expense  to  the 
Proprietors  of  the  Lands  adjoining  to  the  said  road,  by  reason  of  the  Fences  required  on 
the  said  road,  without  producing  any  benefit  to  the  public:

J^HEREAS^  there  is  reason  to  apprehend  that  the  very  dangerouadiaeaae  arising  from 
the  bite  of  Dogs,  or  other  Animals,  in  a  rabid  suite,  has,  in  aereral  recent  instan- 
ces, occurred  in  this   Province,  and  is  likely  to  extend,  to  the  imminent  danger  of  His 
i^  •        Majesty^s  Subjecia : 

I.  Be  a  there/are  tnacied,  by  the  Prestdeiil,  Council  and  JseemMjf,  That,  immediately 
•MiMMtiM   ^ft^f  tl<®  passing  of  this  Act,  or  at  any  time  hereafter,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
dm^kmS  Justices  assigned  to  keep  the  Peace  within  the  seferai  Counties  and  Districts  of  this 
MadiMir^     Province,  at  any  of  their  General  or  Special  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  or  for  any   two  of 
**        such  Justices,  whereof  one  shall  be  a  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleaa,  to  meet  to- 
gether for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  and  to  make,  ordain,  and  put  in  ezecutwn,  all  such 
rules,  orders  and  regulations,  aa  they  shall  deem  necessary  or  eipedient  to  adopt,  as  well 
for  preventing  the  going  st  large  of  Dogs  or  other  Animals,  by  whose  bite  the  diseaae 
called  *'  Canine  Madneas"  oftay  be  occasioned,  aa  for  preventing  the  occurrence  or  pro- 
gress of  the  disease  aforesaid ;  and  also,  to  order  and  ordain  that  all  Dogs,  or  other  Ani- 
mals, affected  by,  or  labouring  under,  the  said  disease,  or  exhibiting  any  of  the  symptoms 
attending  Canine  Madness,  or  by  whose  bite  the  same  may  probably  be  communicated 
to  aay  Persons,  or  Animals  whomsoever,  shall  be  forthwith  deatroyed,  whenever  they 
shall  be  found  running  at  large ;  and  further^  to  give  such  orders  and  directiona  aa  to  auch 
Justices  shall  seem  necessary  or  prudent  against  the  happening  of  accidenta  from  the 
bite  of  any  such  dbeated  Animal,  and  to  prohibit  sale  of  the  flesh  of  any  Animal  which 
ahall  have  died  in  consequence  of  having  been  bitten  by  any  Dog  or  Animal  labouring  un- 
der, or  affected  by,  the  symptoms  attending  Canine  Madness.

ff  HEREJiSf  (liferi   Acts  of  the  Geoeril  Assemblprof  this  Province  ha%e  been  ptssed  PfM«ibi« 

for  granting  Colonial  Dories  of  Impost  and  Kxcise  for  the  support  of  His  Msjesijr's 
GoTernment  vithin  this  Province,  and  for  promoting  the  Agriculture.  Commerce  and 
Fisheries  thereof;  snd  it  will  be  of  advantage  to  the  Trade  and  Commerce  of  this  Pro- 
vince, that  the  said  Acts*  and  the  system  of  Oucies  heretofore  in  force  within  the  same, 
should  be  revised  and  consolidated  into  one  Act,  in  order  that  the  various  articles  subject 
to  Duties  or  exempt  therefrom,  and  the  amount  of  such  Duties  respectively,  may  appear 
in  a  plain  and  distinct  manner. 

Jtnd  whereas^  under  an  Act  of  the  Imperial  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great- Britain  and  Ireland,  passed  in  the  Tl.irdand  Fourth  ITears  of  the  Reign  of  His 
Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  and  entitled,  *<  An  Act  to  regulate  the  Trade 
of  the  British  Possessions  Abroad,'' certain  Imperial  Duties  are  imposed  and  made 
payable  upon  Goods,  Wares  and  Merchandize,  not  being  of  the  growth,  production  or 
mannfactore,  of  the  said  United  Kingdom,  or  of  any  of  the  British  Possessions  in  Ame- 
rica, imported  or  brought  into  this  Province,  by  Sea  or  by  Inland  Carriage,  or  Naviga- 
tion ;  which  said  Imperial  Duties,  together  with  certain  eiemptions  from  Duty,  and 
Prohibitions  agatnst  importing  certain  Articles,  are  respectively  set  forth  and  specified 
opposite  to  and  against  the  several  Articles  to  which  such  i^uties,  Eiemptions  and 
Prohibitions,  have  reference,  and  in  the  first  column  of  the  Table  of  Duties,  hereinafter 
contained,  denominated  Table  of  Colonial  Impost  Duties,  and  exemptions  from  Duty, 
and  it  is  expedient  to  declare  how  far  the  Goods,  Wares  and  Merchandize,  in  the  se- 
cond Cblamn  of  the  said  Table  enumerated,  are  subject  to,  and  chargeable  with,  the 
said  imperial  Duties  of  Customs  i«nd  Colonial  Impost  Duties  :

[PJSSlED  THE  31tl  DJY  OF  MARCH,  1S54.] 

'JffVEREASj  all  Brandy,  Gin,  Ram,  or  other  Spirituous  Liquors,  which  shall  be»  by 
any  way  or  methoil  whatsoever,  Manufactured,  CompounileJ,  Bitracted,  Distilled 
or  made  in  this  I'rovince^  are  made  subject   to,  and  charged  with,   certain  Colonial  Im- 
post Duties,  and  it  is  expedient  to  provide   for  the  Collection  of  such  Duties: 

I.  Be  it  therefore  aiacted,  by  the  tresident^  Council  mul  Jlssemblt/j  That  upon,  from  wimb  Acc  ie 
and  after,  the  first  day  of  April  in  this  year  of  Our  Lord  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  optniiM 
and  Thirty-four,  this  Act  shall  come  into  and  be  in  operation.

of  the  Act,  passed  in  the  Second  Fear  of  li is  present  Majesty's  Reign,  entitled.  An 
Act  concerning  Persons  Licenced  to  keep  Public  Houses  and  Shops,  and  the  Duties 
thereon,  the  several  and  respective  licence  Duties  and  Taxes  followinr;,  that  is  to 
say: — 

For  and  upon  every  Tavern  Licence,  the  sum  of  Seven  Pounds  and  Ten  Shillings  Ha- 
lifax Currency.

(PASSED  THE  3i$t  DAT  OF  MARCH,  1894.) 

BG  it  enacted^  by  the  Presidenty  Council  and  Assembly^  That  hereafter  every  ship 
^  or  vessel,  coming  into  any  port  or  place  in  this  Province,  from  any  port  or  place  out 

'^'"^         q(  l)}i3  Province  (save  and  except  such  ships  and  vessels  as  may  be  hereinafter  particularly 
exempted,  or  such  ships  and  vessels  8»  are  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  upon  which  other 
specific  Duties  are  imposed,)  shall  pay  a  duty  of  four  pence  per  Ton  (or  each  and  ^Yery 
Ton  of  the  Registered  Burthen  of  such  bhip  or  vessel.

fine  or  penalty  of  Five  Pounds,  to  be  levied  as  aforesaid.

And  be  ii  further  enacted^  That  each  and  every  Miller,  who  shall  be  convict- 
ed as  herein  before  mentioned,  of  demanding  and  taking  any  greater  or  larger  Toll  for 
the  grinding,  hulling  or  bolting,  of  any  Grain,  Corn,  Meal  or  Flour  in  any  case,  shall, 
in  addition  to  the  penalties  hereby  imposed  for  any  such  offence,  forfeit  the  lull  value  of 
the  Grain,  Corn,  Meal  or  Flour,  which  shall  or  may  be  demanded  and  taken  by  any  such 
Miller  as  aforesaid,  over  and  above  the  Toll  herein  before  mentioned,  allowed  and  pre- 
scribed, to  be  levied,  together  with  the  said  penalty  hereby  imposed,  and  in  the  same 
manner,  and  to  be  paid  to  the  Owner  or  Owners  of  the  Grain,  Corn,  Meal  or  Flour, 
whereon  such  excessive  Toll  shall  or  may  be  demanded  and  taken. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Act,  passed  in  the  Tenth  year  ot  the  reign 
of  His  late  Majesty  King  George  the  Third,  entitled,  An  Act  for  establishing  the  Toll 
to  be  taken  at  the  several  Grist  Mills  in  this  Province,  and  the  Acts  passed  in  the 
Twenty-first  and  Twenty-eighth  years  of  His  said  late  Majesty's  Ueign,  in  addition  to, 
and  in  amendment  of,  the  said  Act  first  mentioned,  shall  be,  and  the  said  several 
Acts,  and  every  matter,  clause  and  thing,  therein  contained,  are  hereby  respectively  re- 
pealed.

An  Act  for  the  Warehousing  of  Goods. 

{PASSED  THE  mh  DAY  OF  APRIL,  1834.) 

flf^HEREJISj  under  ihe  \eioiihe  Ikperhl  rariiatnecit  of  the  United  KiDgdom  of 
Great-Britaiu  and  Ireland,  passed  in  the  third  and  fourth  year  of  the  Ueign  of  His 
Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  and  entitled,  ^An  Act  to  regulate  the  Trade  of  the 
British  Possessions  abroad,"  certain  Forts  of  this  Province  ^re  appointed  to  be  Free 
WareboufiBg  4'orts,  or. to  be  Warehousing  Ports  lor  all  or  any  of  the  Goods  which  inay 
be  legdiy  imported  ii«fo  the  said  Ports  respectively;  aind  authority  is  aisp  given»  t-o  ap- 
point oiheri  Ports  to  be  in  like  manner  Warehousing  Ports ;  and  accordingly,  at  certain 
of  the  said  Ports^  Warehouses  have  been  appointed  for  the  free  Warebousing  and  se- 
curing of  Goods  therein,  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Act,  which  are  denominated  the 
King's  Warehouses. 

Jtud  whenaiif  it  is  expedient  to  extend  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  privilege  of  Ware- 
housing in  the  King's  Warehouses  under  the  said  Act,  without  payment  of  Duty  on  the 
first  Entry  of  Goods  imported,  to  all  Goods  subject  to  Colonial  Impost  Duties;  and  to 
provide  for  the  Warehousing  thereof  in  those  Ports  of  this  Province  where  King's  Ware» 
bouses  are  not  established,  or  other  Warehouses  are  or  may  be  required  ;  anS  also,  to 
assimilate  the  regulations  for  warehousing  Goods  subject  to  Colonial  Impost  Duties,  to 
the  regulations  established  under  the  said  Act: 

I.  Be  it  therefbre  enaciedj  by  the  Presidenit  CauneU  atiii  Aasemhly^  That  this  Act 
shall  commence  and  come  into  operation  or  the  first  day  of  April,  in  this  present  year  of 
Our  Lord  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Thirty-four. 

IL  Jindht  it  Imriher  enacted^  That  in  every  port  and  place  in  this  Province,  where  a 
King^s  Warehouse  ia  or  shall  be  appointed,  every  such  Warehouse  6o  established  ;shall 
be  and  be  deemed  a  Warehouse  for  the  free  warehousing  and  securing  all  Goods  subject 
to  Colonial  Impost  Duties;  and  that  at  every  such  port  or  place  where  such  King's 
Warehouse  is  appointed,  and  also  at  every  port  or  place  where  there  is  no  such  Ware- 
house, it  shall  be  lawlul  for  the  Board  ot  Revenue,  upon  any  application  made  to 
them  for  that  purpose,  by  notice  in  writing  under  their  hands,  and  under  and  subject  to 
such  regulation  as  the  Board  of  Revenue  may  prescribe,  to  appoint  from  time  to  time 
such  Special  Warehouse  a&  shall  be  approved  of  by  such  Board  for  the  free  warehousing 
and  securing  of  Goods  therein,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act;  and  also,  in  sudi  notice  to 
declare  what  sort  of  Goods  may  be  so  warehoused  in  any  such  King's  or  Special  Ware- 
bouse  under  this  Act;  and  also,  by  like  notice,  to  revoke  or  alter  any  such  appointment 
or  declaration. 

III.  AfM  bt  Uftiriher  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Importer  of  any  Goods, 
subject  to  Colonial  Impost  Duties,  into  any  port  or  place  within  this  Province,  and  for 
the  Disriller  or  Manufacturer  of  any  Brandy,  Gin,  Hum,  or  other  Spirituous  Liquors, 
Manufactured,  Compounded,  Extracted,  Distilled  or  made  within  this  Province,  at  bis 
option,  either  to  pay  or  secure  the  Duties  on  the  saki  Goods,  or  Spirituous  Liquors,  or 
to  Warehouse  the  same  in  any  King^s  or  Special  Warehouse,  without  payment  of  any 
Duty  on  the  first  Entry  thereof,  and  before  such  Goods  or  Spirituous  Liquors  are  deli- 
▼ered  from  suirb  W-arehouse  to  pay  the  Duties  tbereon,  from  time  to  time,  as  tbe  sane 
may  be  sold  or  entered  lor  home  Consumption,  or  otherwise  to  export  the  same  Goods  or 
S>pirituous  'Liqaors;'but  subject  nevertheless  to  the  Kules,  Regulations,  Conditions 
and  Restrictions,  hereinafter  contained.

An  Act  for  regulating  the  Importatioo  of  Goods. 

(PASSED  THE  1614  DAY  OF  APRIL,  18S4.) 


Protabio         "^HEREAS^  It  IS  expedient  to  revise  and  amend  the  several  Kegulations  relating  to  the 
Importation  of  Goods,  and  the  collection  of  the  Colonial  Impost  Duties,  and  to  as- 
similate, as  far  as  maybe  practicable,  such  Kegulations  with  the  proceedings  established 
for  the  collection  of  Imperial  Duties,  under  the  Act  of  the   Parliament  of  the   United 
Kingdom  of  Great- Britain  and  Ireland,  passed   in  the  Third  and  Fourth  Year  of  the 
Keign  of  His  Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  and  entitled.  An  Act  to  regulate  the 
Trade  of  the  Uritish  Possessions  abroad. — And  whereas^  it  is  necessary  that  the  Officers 
of  the  Colonial  llevenue  should  not  only  have  full  cognizance  of  all  8hips   coming  into 
any  port  of  this  Province,  or  approaching  the  coasts  thereof,  and  of  all  Goods  on    board

ped, shall  be  transhipped  ;  or  after  having  been  put  into  any  Boat  or  Craft  to  be  landed, 
shall  be  removed  into  any  other  Boat  or  Craft  previously  to  their  being  duly  landed, 
without  the  permission  or  authority  of  the  proper  Officer  of  the  Colonial  Kevenue. 

XLVIIl.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  ThBi   the  unshipping,  carrying  and  landing  of  f'^"^*^ 
all  Goods,  and  the  bringing  the  same  to  the  proper  place  after  landing  for  examination,  mLuSn*^ 
or  for  weighing  or  guaging,  and  the  putting  the  same  into  the  Scales,  and  the  taking  the  ^^^* 
same  out  of  and  from  the  Scales  after  weighing,  shall  be  performed  by  or  at  the  expense 
ofitih  Importer. 

XLIX.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  this  present  Act  may  be  altered  or  amended 
by  any  Act  or  Acts  of  the  present  Session  of  the  General  Assembly.  t^"'Vr.'**' 

L.  And  be  it  further  macted^  That  this  Act  shall  continue  and  be  in  force  until   the 
Thirty.first  day  of  March,  which  will  be  hi   the  year  of  Our  Lord  One  Thousand  Eight  orxT 
Hundred  and  Thirty-five,  and  no  longer* 
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An  Act  concerniDg  Goods  Exported,  and  for  granting 

Drawbacks.

Jf^EHBASy  4t  is  expedieni  to  revi9e  and  amend  rtiie  regulations  beretolore  in  force 
relating  to  the  Riportation  of  Goods  from  this  Province,  an4  to  the  Drawback  or 
Allowance  of  Colonial  Impost  Dutie3  on  Articles  exported,  nr  otherwise  freed  or  ex- 
emptied  from  Duty^-and,  as  far  as  may  be  practicable,  such  regulations^  so  far  as  they 
relate  to  Goods  exported,  to  assimilate  to  the  provisions  for  exportation,  contained  in  the 
Act  of  the  Imperial  Parliament,  passed  io  the  Third  and  Fourth  ¥ear  of  the  Heign  of 
His  Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  entitled,  An  Act  lo  regulate  the  Trade  of  the 
British  Possessions  Abroad: 

I.  JB^  it  therefore  macted^  ky  the.  President,  Cotmcil  and  JlaeemUyj  Tbat'ttpon,  from 
and  after  the  first  day  of  April|  in  this, present  YvearofOiir  Lord  Une  Tb^usand  Ei^t 
Hundred  andTbirty«-fo4ir,  this  Act  shall  come  into  and  be  in  operation.. 

II.  Jind  be  it  further  cfiacted^  That  the  Master  of  every  hhip  bound  from  any  port  of 
this  Province  shall,  before  any  Goods  be  laden  therein,  deliver  to  the  Collector  oi  Impost, 
or  other  proper  Officer,  an  Entry  Outwards,  under  his  hand,  of  the  destination  of  such 
Ship,  stating  her  i^ame,  country  and  tonnage,  and^  if  British,  the  port  of  registry,  the  name 
and  country  of  the  Mas^ter^  and  the  number  of 'the  Crew  ;  and  if  any  Goods  be  laden  ob 
board  any  such  ship  before  such  entry  be  made,  the  Master  of  such  ship  shall  forfeit  tbe 
sun)  of  Fifty  Pounds;  and,  before  such  ship  depart,  the  Master  shall  bring.and  deli-verto 
the  Collector  or  other  proper  Officer  a  Content,  in  writing  under  his  hand,  of  the  Goods 
laden,  and  the  names  of  tbe  resi)ective  Ship|>ers  and  Con<iignees  of  <he  Goods,,  with  the 
marks  and  numbers  of  the  packages  or  parcels  of  the  same  ;  and  shall  make  and  sub- 
scribe a  declaration  to  the  truth  of  such  Content,  as  far  as  any  of  such  particulars  can  be 
known  lo  him.  And  thereupon,  the  Collector  or  other  proper  Officer,  if  such  ship  be  la- 
den, shall  make  out  and  give  to  the  ftlasier  a  Certificate  of  tbe  Clearance  of  such  ship  for 
her  intended  voyage,  containing  an  account  of  the  total  quantities  of  the  several  sorts  of 
Goods  laden  therein,  or  a  Certificate  of  her  Clearance  in  ballast,  as  the  case  may  be. — 
And  if  the  sl^ip  shall  depart  without  such  Clearance,  or  if  the  blaster  shall  deliver  a  false 
Content,  or  shall  not  truly  answer  the  questions  demanded  of  him,  be  shall  forfeit  the 
sum  of  Fifty  Pounds. 

III.  And  be  it  further  cnacled>,  That  whosoever  shall  export  or  carry  out  of  this  Pro« 
viocei  by  sea,  any  Goods  chargeable  with  Colonial  Impost  Duties,  upon  which  on  their

Writing*  and  signed  by  the  same  parties  hs  shall  have  been  made,  done  or  signed,  be/cic 
such  Officer  of  the  Customs. 

Hi.  Ajid  be  it  further  enacted^    That  all  Duties*  Drawbacks  and   Bounties,   and  al!  |Y'^\,,^';; 
sums  of  money,  penalties  and  forfeitures',  mentioned  in  any  Act   concerning  the  Colonial  LVm«ti8iHiiig 
Kevenue,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  British  Sterling.

Eastward  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  to  the  Straits  of  Magellan ;  that  the  term  *^CoUec- 
ior^^  shall  be  construed  to  mean  the  Collector  of  Impose  of  the  Port  intended  in  the 
sentence;  that  the  term  ^^proptr  Oj^cers"  or  ^^roper  Officer^^  of  the  ^'Colonial  Reve- 
fine"  shall  be  construed  to  mean  the  person  appointed  or  directed  to  do  the  Act  referred 
to;  that  whenever  mention  is  made  of  any  Public  Officer,  the  Officer  mentioned  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  such  Officer  for  the  time  being  ;  that  the  term  ^^fVarehouee^^  shall  be  con- 
strued to  mean  any  place,  whether  House.

^f^HEREJIS^  it  is  expedie.nt  to  revise   and  consolidate  the    Fsovisiuns   for  securing  Pretmbu 

the  payment  of  the  Colonial  Impost  Duties,  and  preventing  Frauds  on  the  Ke- 
venue,  and  to  assimilate  the  same  as  far  as  may  practicable  with  the  Regulations  con- 
tained in  the  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom,  passed  in  the  third  and 
fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  King  William  the  Fourth,  entitled,  An  Act  to  regulate  the 
Trade  of  the  British  Foiisessions  Abroad: 

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  the  President^  Council  and  dssembly^  That  this  Act  Tim*  Acc 
shall  commence  and  come  into  operation,  upon  from  and  after,  the  first  day  of  April,  in  o^^^i^l^'* 
this  year  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  thirty-four. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Officers  of  the  Colonial  Powenveflted 
Uevenue  to  go  on  board  any  >  ^'p  in  any  Fort  in  any  part  of  this   Province,   and  either  q^^]'*u^ 
before  or  after  such  bhip  comes  to  anchor,  and  to  rummage  and  search  all  parts  of  such  Ship  moefoiMroii 
for  prohibited  and  uncustomed  Goods;  and  also  to  go  on  board  any  Ship  sailing,  hovering  or  J^^^*^',^'  ^' 
being  within  one  league  of  any  of  the  Coasts  thereof,  and  in  either  case  freely  to  stay  on  li'^t 
board  such  ^hip  so  long  as  she  shall  remain  in  such  Port  or  within  such  distance;    and 

if  any  such  Ship  be  bound  elsewherCr  and  shull  continue  so  hovering  for  ihe  space  of 
tvrenty-four  hours  a/ter  the  Master  shall  have  been  required  to  depart,  it  shall  be  law- 
iol  for  the  Officer  of  the  Colonial  Revenue  to  bring  such  Ship  into  Port,  and  to  search 
and  examine  her  Cargo,  and  to  examine  the  Mskster  upon  Oath  touching  the  Cargo  and 
Voyage;  and  if  there  be  any  Goods  on  board  prohibited  under  any  Act  of  Parliament, 
or  relating  to  the  Colonial  Revenue,  'c  be  imported,  such  Ship  and  Cargo  shall  be  for- 
feited; and  if  the  M«)srer  shall  not  truly  answer  the  questions  to  be  demanded  of  him  in 
such  examination  he  whail  forfeit  the  sum  of  One  flundred  Pounds. 

IIL  Jlnd  be  it  further  enacicd^  That  all  Boats,  Carriages  and  Cattle,  n>ade  use  of  in  Boatt.^-c  omJ 
the  removal  of  any  Goods  liable  lofotleiiure  under  any  Act  relating  to  the  Colonial  lie-  o^GoodXbU 
venue,  shall  be  forfeited,  and  every  person  who  shall  assist  or  be  otherwise  concerned  in  loFurreiture 
the  unshipping,   landing  or  removal,  or  in  the  harbouring  of  such  Goods,  or   into  whose 
hands  or  possession  the  same  shall  knowingly  come,  shall  forfeit  the  treble  value  thereof, 
or  the  penalty  of  One  Hundred  Pounds^  at  the  election  of  :he  Officers  of  the  Colonial 
Kevenue  or  person  prosecuting,  and  the   Averment  in  any  Information   or  Libel  to  be 
exhibited  for  the  recovery  of  such  Penalty,  that  the  Officer  or   person   prcceeilirig  !ias 
elected  to  sue  lor  the  sum  mentioned  in  the  Information,  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  proot 
ot  such  election  without  any  other  or  further  evidence  of  such  fact, 
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JVu  «tf ml  i<  t<  AiflW  enaOei,  That  all  GoodBand  all  Ships,  Ye^^  m^  Boats,  and 
aU.Garriagea  and  lUCaUJ^  liable  to  ForCeiture  wder  any  Act  retting  ca the  Colonial 
Kotenuea  shall  and  may  be  seized  and  secured  by  any  Officer  of  the  Colonial  KeTenoe, 
or  by  any  person  employed  for  that  purpose,  by  or  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Board  of 
Rw%^Wt  whether  ppe?io«i9ly  or  subsequently  eipressed ;  and  alao^  by  eny  Sheriff  or 
Deputy-Sheriff  of  ^ny  Coonty  or  Dislriet  within  this  Province,  or  by  any  Justice  assign- 
ed rfo  ke^p  the  Peace  thereiUf  or  by  any  person  who  in  any  placoi  distant  more  tban  ten 
miieairqm  any  Offico^pf  .a  ColfiM^tor  of  Impost,  shall  by  the  Warrant  of  any  Justice  of 
tho  Peace,  gran^d  upon  information  made  on  Oaih  before  him  of  any  such  forbitur^be 
appoifiled  to  seize  and  aeoure  any  Boats,  Carriages  or  Caule,  liable  to  Forfeiture  asa- 
foresaid,  and  every  person  who  shall  in  any  ^ay  hinder,  oppose,  molest  or  obstruct^  any 
Officer  of  the  Colonial  Berenuey  or  any  person  so  employed  as  aforesaid,  in  the  .exercise 
of  his  Office,  or  any  person  acting  in  his  aid  or  assistance,  or  any  socb  Sherifl^  Deputy- 
Sheriff,  Justice  ot  the  Peace,  or  other  person  appointed  by  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  in 
manner  aforesaid,  or  any  person  or  persons  acting  in  the  aid  or  assistance  of.anj  such 
persons  as  last  aforesaid,  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Pounds. 

V.  JSndbe  U  further  enaci^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Officer  of  the  Colonial 
Revenue  to  enter  in  the  day  time  into  any  House.  Shop,  Cellar  or  other  building  what- 
soever, wherein  such  Officer  shall  have  reasonable  cause  to  suspect  or  believe  any  Goods 
to  be,  or  to  be  concealed  «v  deposited,  which  are  liable  to  Fdrfetture  qnder  any  Act  re- 
lating to  the  Colonial  Revenue,  provided,  that  before  such  Entry  madej  information  on 
Oath  shall  be  given  to  some  one  of  H«  Majesty's  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  place 
where  such  House,  Shop,  Cellar  or  other  Building  is  situate,  that  such  Officer  has  rea^ 
sellable  cause  to  suspect  and  believe  that  Goods  liable  to  Forfeiture  as  aforesaid  are  de- 
posited or  concteled  therein,  and  immediately  on  such  information  being  laid  or  given, 
such  Justice  shall  and  he  is  hereby  enjoined  and  authorised  forthwith,  but  at  some  time 
between  Sun-rising  and  Sun-setting,  to  go  with  such  Officer  to  such  House,  Shop,  Cel- 
lar or  other  Building,  and  then  and  there  to  enter  with  such  Officer,  or  to  authorise  him 
to  enter  and  searcji  for  such  Goods,  if  the  doors  be  open,  but  if  the  doors  be  fastened  and 
admbsion  denied,  then,  after  first  demanding  to  be  admitted,  and  declaring  the  purpose 
for  which  such  entry  is  demanded,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  Justice,  and  he  is  hereby  re^ 
quired  to  direct  and  order  such  Officer  forcibly  to  enter  info  such  House,  Shop,  Cellar 
or  other  Buildmg,  and  to  search  therein  for  any  Goods  t^orfeited,  and  to  seize  all  Goods 
liable  to  Forfeiture  under  any  Act  relating  to  the  Colonial  Revenue.  : 

Vh  Jtnd  bfe  U  further  macitdj  That  under  the  authority  of  a  Writ  of  Assistance 
granted  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  Province,  or  of  the  Chief  Justice  thereof,  who 
are  hereby  afothorised  and  required  to  grant  such  Writ  of  Assistance,  upon  apptioatioii 
made  to  thein  or  him  in  Term  time,  or  vacation,  for  that  purpose^  by  the  Board  of  Reve- 
nue, and  due  cause  shewn  therefor,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Officer  of  the  Colonial  Re« 
venue,  taking  with  him  a  Peace  Officer,  to  enter  any  building  or  other  place  in  the  day 
time,  and  to  search  for  and  seize  and  secure  any  Goods  liable  to  forfeiture  under  any  Act 
relating  to  the  Colonial  Revenue,  and  in  case  of  necessity  to  break  open  any  Doors  and 
G%ests  or  other  Packages  for  that  purpose,  and  such  Writ  ^f  Assistance  when  issued 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  force  during  the  space  of  three  months. 

Til.  Jind  he  it  fkirther  enacied^  That  every  Collector  in  his  respective  District  shall, 
once  in  every  three  Months  or  oftener,  if  he  shall  think  proper,  and  at  any  time  between 
Sun^rising  and  Sun-setting,  and  with  or  without  the  other  Officers  of  the  Revenue,  en- 
ter into  any  Houses,  Shop,  Store-House  or  Cellar,  possessed  by  any  person  trading  or 
dealmg  in  any  Goods  subjedt  to^  or  charged  with.  Colonial  Impost  Duties,  and  take  an 
account  of  all  such  Goods  composing  the  ^)tock,  or  in  possession  of  such  Trader  or  Dealer, 
and  if  9uch  Trader  or  Dealer  shaH  refilse  to  open  the  door  of  such  House,  Shop,  Store- 
U  ouse  or  Cellar,  or  prevent  the  Collector  or  his  Officers  from  entering  into  the  same 
for  the  purpose,  or  obstruct  or  prevent  the  taking  of  any  such  account  of  Stock,  every 
such  persot^  shall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  One^Hundred  Pounds. 

VIH,  Jihd  be  ii further  enactedy  That  if  any  person  shall  by  force  or  violence  as- 
sault, 
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^ault,  resist,  oppose,  molest,  hinder  or  obstruct,  any  Officer  of  the  C4>Ionial  Kevenue,  or  AM«itiMor 
other  person  employed  as  aforesaid,  in  the  exercise  of  his  Office,  or  any  person  acting  in  ^o'J^i'^V 
his  said  aid  or  assistance,  such  person,  being  thereof  convicted,  shall  be  adjudged  guiJty  vmbb 
of  a  Misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  proceeded  against  as  such,  and  punished  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Court  before  whom  such  persoa  shall  be  tried. 

IX.  Aid  bciifufihtr  enacted^  That  all  things  which  shall  be  seized  as  being  liable  8*«»fM yt'eed 
to  forfeiture,  under  any  Act  relating  to  the  Colonial  Revenue,  shall  be  taken  forth*vith  'Jr^Xlt^ror 
and  delivered  into  the  Custody  oi  the  Collector  of  Imp€>st,  at  the  Colonial  Office,  next

direct  that  any  of  such  things  shall  be  destroyed,  or  shall  be  reserved  for  the  public  ser- 
vice; 4iiifjiro9fJ€c(  also.  That  the  Board  of  Revenue  shall  have  power  to  direct  by 
whom  and  lo  what  extent  any  person  rendering  Service  or  giving  Information^  under 
which  any  seizure  shall  be  made,  shall  be  recompensed  o^t  of  tlie  proceeds  of  theseizoref 
and  alse  to  allow  such  remuneration  out  of  the  Provincial  share  of  such  seizures. 

X.  Jtnd  be  il  lurlher  enactedy  That  all  penalties  and  forfeitures,  which  may  have  ^, ,_,,,_, 
been  heretofore,  or  may  be  hereafter  incurred,  under  this  or  any  other  \ct  relating  to  FoKUuxir" 
the  Colonial  Kevenue,  shall  and  may  be  prosecuted,  sued  for  and  recovered,  in  any  Court 
of  Record  in  this  Province  ;  Provided  always,  and  frs  il  further  enacted,  that,  subject 
nevertheless,  in  all  respects,  to  the  control  and  order  of  the  Board  of  kevenue,  when 
and  so  soon  as  any  bhip,  Goods  or  other  thing,  seized  or  taken  as  forfeited  under  any 
such  Act,  shall  be  delivered  into  the  Possession  of  the  Collector  for  the  District  in  which 
the  seizure  is  made,  the  said  Collector  shall  forthwith  cause  the  same  to  be  appraised 
on  Oath  by  three  competent  and  respectable  Persons,  to  be  named  by  him,  and  if,  on 
such  appraisement  made  and  signed  by  the  Appraisers,  it  shall  appear  that  any  Goods, 
or  any  Cattle  or  Carriages,  used  in  the  removal  thereof,  have  been  seized,  is  or  are  not 
of  the  full  and  reasonable  value  of  Forty  Pounds,  then,  and  in  every  such  case,  but  not 
otherwise,  nor  for  any  ship  seized,  an  Information  in  writing  may,  if  the  party  who  made 
the  seizure  thinks  proper  so  to  proceed,  be  exhibited,  in  the  name  of  such  Collector,  be- 
fore any  two  of  His  Majesty's  Justices  of  the  Peace,  resident  in  the  District  of  such  Col- 
lector, charging  the  said  Goods  or  other  thing  as  aforesaid  seized  to  be  forfeited,  under 
some  particular  Section  or  Sections  in  the  Information  to  be  referred  to  of  the  Act  un- 
der which  the  seizure  is  made,  and  praying  the  condemnation  thereof,  and  upon  such  In- 
formation being  exhibited  to  the  said  Justices  they  shall,  under  their  hands  and  seals, 
grant  a  Summons,  requiring  all  persons,  claiming  or  having  any  interest  in  the  Goods  or 
things  seized,  to  appear  at  the  place,  day  and  hour,  in  such  Summons  to  be  specified, 
there  to  claim  such  Goods,  and  answer  the  Information,  otherwise  the  Goods  will  be 
condemned  ;  and  a  Copy  of  such  Summons  shall,  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the 
time  ot  a[^earance,  be  served  upon  the  person  from  whose  possession  the  Goods  were 
taken,  or  shall  be  left  at,  or  affixed  openly  to  the  House,  Building  or  Place,  or  the  Ship, 
Vessel  or  Boar,  if  there  remaining,  Irom  which  the  Goods  were  taken,  or  at  two  or  more 
public  places  nearest  to  the  place  of  seizure  ;  and  if  any  party  shall  appear  to  answer 
such  Information,  the  said  Jualices  shall  hear  and  determine  the  same,  and  acquit  or  con- 
demn the  Goods  or  things  as  the  right  may  be,  but  if  no  person  appear,  Judgment  of 
condemnation  shall  be  given,  and  the  Justices  shall  issue  a  Warrant  to  the  Collector, 
requiring  and  authorising  him  to  sell  the  Goods  seized  by  Public  Auction,  after  such 
notice  ot  sale  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Warrant,  and,  after  paying  the  expense  of 
proceedings,  to  pay  over  one  third  part  of  the  nett  proceeds  of  the  seizure  to  the  party 
who  seized  the  Goods  condemned,  another  third  part  to  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of 
the  Town  or  place  where  the  Goods  or  things  condemned  shall  be  seized,  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  Poor  of  such  Town  or  place,  and  the  remainder  as  the  Board  of  Revenue  shall 
appoint. 
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XI.  Jtndbe  U  furthir  enacted,  Tbst  ir  eiiher  tbe  party  proseciHing  or  claimant  be 
dissatiafied  with  lb«  Jodgoent  gifeo  od  such  information,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  appeal 
tbererrom  to  the  Supreme  Court,  at  its  next  sitting  in  tbe  County  or  District  for  which 
tbe  Collector  is  appointed,  and  such  appeal  shall  be  allowed,  upon  sufficient  security 
being  given,  to  tbe  satisfaction  of  tbe  said  Justices,  by  Kond,  to  abide  tbe  decision  of  tbe 
said  Supreme  Court,  and  if  tbe  appeal  be  by  the  Claimant  tbe  security  shall  be  given

Colonial  Revenue,  tbe  party  prosecuting  or  defending  shall  be  entitled  to  a  Special  Ju- 
ry for  the  trial  thereof,  and  shall  and  may  take  the  Depositioas  debene  eese  of  any  Wit- 
nesses, aged,  infirm,  or  about  to  leave  the  Prorince,  or  have  a  Commission  for  taking 
the  Depositions  of  any  Witnesses  out  of  tbe  Province,  in  such  and  the  like  manner  as  in 
Suits  between  party  and  party  is  authorised  by  Law,  and  such  Depositions,  duly  taken 
and  returned,  shall  be  read  in  evidence  on  the  trial.

Jind  be  ii  further  enoc/ed,  I'hat  no  claim  to  any  thing  seized  under  any  Act 
relating  \o  the  Colonial  Kevenue,  and  returned  into  any  of  His  Majesty's  Courts  of  Ke- 
cord for  Adjudication,  shall  be  admitted,  unless  such  claimshall  be  entered  in  tbe  name 
oi  the  Owner,  with  his  residence  and  occupation,  nor  unless  oath  to  tbe  property  in  sucb 
thing  be  made  by  the  owner,  or  by  his  Attorney  or  Agent  by  whom  such  claim  shall  be 
entered,  to  the  best  of  bis  knowledge  and  belief,  and  every  person  making  a  false  Oath 
thereto  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour,  and  shall  be  liable  to  the  pains  and 
penalties  to  which  persons  are  liable  for  a  misdemeanour.

XYIII,  Jind  be  it  Jurther  enacted^  1'hat  all  Certificates  and  Copies  of  Official   Pa-  cenUiMiM tr.it 
pers,  being  duly  certified  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  any  of  the  principal  Officers  of  His  ^^^/^^^^ 
IMajesty's  Customs,  or  of  any  Collector  of  the  Colonial  or  Provincial  Revenues  or  Du-  •Tideac*^ 
ties^  in  any  of  the  British  Possessions  in  America  or  the  West  Indiesi  or  under  the  band 
and  seal  of  the  principal  Officers  of  His  Majesty's  Customs  in  the  United   Kingdom,  or 
other  the  British  Possessions,  or  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  any  British  Consul  or   Vice 
Consul  in  a  Foreign  Country,  and  all  Certificates  and  Copies  of  Official  Papers,  made  or

Persons  are  in  the  habit  of  erecting,  setting  up^  and  placing  TV  ears, 
Nets,  Fish-garths  and  other  incumbrances*  in  the  said  River,  which  impede  and  obstruct 
the  course  or  passage  of  the  Fish  to  the  great  injury  of  the  said  Fishery  and  to  the  de- 
triment of  the  Inhabitants  and  Settlers  on  said  River — for  remedy  whereof: 

L  Be  it  enacted^  by  the  President,  Council  and  Ussemblf/j  That,  from  and  after  the 
publication  hereof,  no  person  or  persons  shall  presume  to  erect,  set  up  or  place,  any

or  relating  to  the  Colonial  Revenue,  *.  be  imported,  such  Ship  and  Cargo  shall  be  for- 
feited; and  if  the  Mister  shall  not  truly  answer  the  questions  to  be  demanded  of  him  in 
such  examination  he  J:\'u\\  forfeit  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Pounds.

{PASSED  THE  \6ih  DAY  OF  APRIL,  1834.) 

yfTHEREAS^  great  part  of  the  Kiver  Shubenacadie  constitutes  the  boundary  between 
the  County  of  Hants  and  the  County  of  Halifax,  the  line  of  division  between  the 
said  Counties  being  the  centre  of  the  said  Kiver,  in  consequence  whereof,  the  whole  of 
said  Kiver  being  in  neither  of  the  said  Counties,  it  is  found  impracticable  to  make  or  en- 
force such  Regulations  for  the  Fishery  in  such  Kiver  as  are  authorised  and  required  by 
Law  to  be  made  for  Kiver  Fisheries  : 

dnd  whereas.  Persons  are  in  the  habit  of  erecting,  setting  up^  and  placing  Wears, 
Nets,  Fish-garths  and  other  incumbrances,  in  the  said  River,  which  impede  and  obstruct 
the  course  or  passage  of  the  Fish  to  the  great  injury  of  the  said  Fishery  and  to  the  de- 
triment of  the  Inhabitants  and  Settlers  on  said  River — for  remedy  whereof: 

I.  Beit  enacted^  by  the  President,  Council  and  Bssembly,  That,  from  and  after  the 
publication  hereof,  no  person  or  persons  shall  presume  to  erect,  set  up  or  place,  any 
Wear,  Net,  Hedge,  Fish-garth  or  other  incumbrance,  in  the  said  Kiver,  which  shall 
hinder  or  obstruct  the  course  or  passage  of  the  Salmon,  Gaspereau  or  other  Fish,  but 
that  all  Nets,  Hedges,  Wears  or  Fish-garths,  set  or  placed  in  the  said  River,  shall  not 
extend  more  than  two  thirds  over  the  Middle  Channel  of  said  River. 

n.  MAbr,  it  further  enacted.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  set  or  place  any 
Wear,  Net,  Hedge,  or  Fish-garth,  within  Fifty  Rods  of  any  other  Net,  Wear,  Hedge 
or  Fish-garth,  which  shall  have  been  placed  in  said  River. 

Ul.  JJndfce  t/ yur/fcer  enacted,  J'hat  all  Fish  and  Offal  of  Fish  shall  be  buried  or 
taken  away  from  the  Banks  of  the  said  River,  so  as  not  to  be  preiudicial  to  the  Fishery, 
and  no  Fish  or  Offal  of  Fish  shall  be  thrown  into  said  River

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lY.  Jind  be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  person  or  peraoni  shall  ofend  against  any  ^^^i^^ 
of  the  foregoing  enactments,  he,  she  or  they,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  and  every  of- 
fence as  follows,  that  is  to  say — For  erecting  or  placing  any  Wear,  Net,  Hedge,  or  Fisb-

'  a  Writ  of  Kzeeation,  at  the  Suit  of  James  Marison,  of  Glasgow,  in  that  part  of  the 
United  Kingdons  called  Scotland,  Merchant,  issued  upon  a  Judgment  recovered  for  the 
sum  of  Four  Hundred  and  Nine  Pounds  Nineteen  Shillings  and  Six  Pence,  Debt    and 
CostSf  by  the  said  James  Murison,  against  the  said  Kobert  Hill,  and  his  former  partner, 
William  Hill,  for  a  debt  contracted  with,  and  due  to,  the  said  James  Murison.  who  is

J^HEREJiS^  the  Presbyterian  Meeting-House  at  the  mouth  of  the  Shubenacadie,  in 
the  Township  of  Douglas,  wherein  the  Reverend  Thomas  S.  Crowe,  at  present  of- 
ficiates, was  originally  built  by  a  number  of  Persons  who  were  mutually  interested  there- 
in, and  were  Owners  of  the  Pews  in  the  said  Meeting- House,  many  of  which  persons  are 
since  dead,  and  the  property  in  the  said  Pews  has  now  become  vested  in  the  Heirs  or 
other  Representatires  of  such  deceased  original  Proprietors  ;  And  tvhereaSf  the  interest 
of  the  several  Owners  of  the  said  Pews  has  now  become  so  inconsiderable  that  great  dif- 
ficulties are  experienced  in  procuring  Funds  to  keep  the  said  Meeiiog-House  in  repair, 
owing  to  the  neglect  of  many  of  the  Owners  oi  the  said  Pe«'s  to  pay  their  proportion  o!

His  late  Majesty  King  George  the  Third,  entitled,  An  Act  to  regulate  the  Assize 
of  Bread.  ha?e  not  been  productive  of  benefit,  inasmuch  as  frauds  can  be  easily  committed, 
notwithstanding  such  Assize,  and  the  mode  of  making  the  said  Assize,  by  regulating  the 
weight  of  Bread,  according  to  the  price  of  Flour  and  Baking,  from  the  fluctuation  of  the 
price  of  Flour  in  the  Halifax  Market,  is  inconvenient;  Anduhereas^  in  the  said  Towa 
of  Halifax,  it  is  expedient,  that  the  price  of  Bread  should  be  allowed  to  be  the  subject 
of  competition,  as  is  the  case  with  other  commodities  in  the  Market  : 

I.  Be  it  titer ef ore  enacted^  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  Council  and  Assemhiy^  That 
so  much  of  the  said  Act  hereinbefore  mentioned  and  referred  to,  as  provides  for  the  regu-  asrcMl'm.r 
laiionofthe  Assize  of  Bread,  by  the  Justices  of  the  Peace,  in  their  General  or  Special  srapMiid 
Sessions,  from  time  to  lime  as  thereby  direetrJ,  shall,  from  and  nfter  the  passing  of  this

Peace  for  the  County  or  District  in  which  he  shall  be  appointed,  together  with  the  pri- 
vate mark*which  he  shall  adopt,  and  the  said  Clerk  ol  the  Peace  is  hereby  required  to 
grant  a  Certificate  to  every  fruch  person  of  bis  having  taken  and  subsjcribed  the  said  oath,  oomiantioM 
and  the  said  persons  thereafter  shall  continue  in  such  office,  until  the  Annual  appoint-  mofict 
ment  of  Town  OSicers,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  Surveyors  to  survey  Timber  or 
Lumber  in  any  part  of  the  County  or  District  in  which  they  are  appointed.

Cord,  and  for  all  or  any  Shingles,  three-pence  per  thousand,  and  for  all  or  or  any 
Hogshead  Staves,  one  shilling  and  siz^pence  tor  each  and  every  thousand  thereof,  ac- 
cording to  the  tale  thereof  respectively,  and  for  all  or  any  Barrel  Staves,  nine-pence, 
for  each  and  every  thousand  thereof,  according  to  the  tale  thereof  respectively,  which 
rates,  for  the  survey  ot  Merchantable  I^umber,  as  well  as  for  those  herein  before  pre- 
scribed, for  surveying  !VJerchantable  Timber,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Seller,  who  shall  em« 
ploy  or  have  the  choice  of  the  Surveyor,  and  the  Seller  shall  remove  or  cause  to  be 
removed,  at  his  own  expense,  whatever  may  obstruct  or  prevent  the  Surveyor  from  as-

(PASSED  THE  I9ik  DAY  OF  FEBRUARY,  1836. ) 

'f^HEREAS^  it  is  a  duty  incumbent  upoo  all  persons  re;sident  in  Halifax, which  Towo^ 
from  t^e  ihaterials  whereof  the  Houses  are  chiefly  built,  is  peculiarly  liable  to  im- 
minent risk  and  danger  from  Fire,  to  render  their  personal  services  anil  assistance  opoo. 
any  alarm  of  E^ire,  in  order  to  avert  the  great  calamity  which  might  be  thereby  occa- 
sioned, and  the  Laws  now  in  force  being  found  insufficient  lor  enforcing  the  attendance 
and  assist ancis  of  the  Inhabitants,  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  same  :

pensation for  the  damage  so  reoeired,  to  be  awsrded,  assessed,  ascertamed,  collected  and 
paid|  as  is  directed  bj  the  Act,  passed  in  tbe  second  jear  of  the  Reign  of  His  late  Ma- 
jesty King  George  tbe  Third,  entitled.  An  Act  for  appointing  Firewards.  ascertaining 
their  datj,  and  for  punbhing  Thefts  and  Disorders  in  the  lime  of  Fire,  or  anj  Act  or 
Acts  in  nmendment  thereof. 

Jind  tafcerens,  it  is  necessary*  that  further  powers  should  be  rested  in  the  Firewards 
of  Halifiuc,  as  to  the  remoral  of  rubbish  and  combustible  materials,  from  which  danger 
BMT  be  apprehended :

BK  it  enacted^  by  the  Lieutenant' Ootemor,  Council  and  Jissembly^  That,  from  and 
after  the  publicat'nD  hereof,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Graod  Jury,   in  AMmtmeat 
each  of  the  several  Counties  and  Districts  of  this  Provincei  except  the  Count}  of  Hali<»  f£^^!^ 
fax,  annually,  at  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  held  for  said   County  or '**''' 
District,  to  present  to  the  said  Court  of  Sessions  the  names  of  three  fit  and  proper  per« 
sons,  being  Freeholders  in  such  County  or  District,  one  of  whom  the  said   Court  shall 
appoint  to  be  a  I'reasurer  for  the  said  County  or  District  for  the  year  ensuing,  who  shall 
forthwith  enter  into  a  Bond  to  our  Lord  the  King,  with  sureties/to   the  satisfaction  of 
the  said  Court,  lor  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  said   Office,   and   who 
shall,  thereupon,  be  sworn  to  the  due  execution  of  the  said  duties,  and  be  inreated  with 
all  powers  and  trusts  hereinafter  mentioned.

An  Act  for  the  relief  of  Henry  Lockyer,  an  Insolvent  Debtor^ 

{PASSED  THE  I9ih  DAY  OF  FEBRUARY,  1836.) 

J^IIEREJiSj  Henry  Lockyer  hath  been  unfortunate  in  business,  and  is  now  detained 
in  the  County  Gaol  at  Halifax,  for  a  Debt  due  by  hira  to  William  Morley  and 
James  Morley«  of  London,  in  that  part  of  Great-Britain  and  Ireland,  called  England^ 
for  which  Debi  a  confession  hath  been  given  by  the  said  Henry  Lockyer  to  the  said 
William  Morley  and  James  Morley  for  the  sum  of  about  One  Thousand  and  Three 
Pounds  Sterling,  but  no  Judgment  bath  been  eniered  thereon;  JInd  whereas,  the  said 
Henry  Lockyer  bath  assigned  all  bis  Estate  and  Effects,  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  his 
Creditors,  and  his  continued  detention  in  Gaol  is  likely  to  be  very  injurious  to  the  interest- 
of  bis  Creditors  generally,  by  preventing  his  personal  attention  to  the  recovery  of  the 
said  assigned  Estate;  jSnd  whereas  also,  the  said  Henry  Lockyer  is  desirous  to  be  re* 
lieved  from  Gaol,  but  is  disabled  from  taking  the  benefit  of  the  I^iaws  of  this  Province,, 
enacted  for  the  relief  of  Insolvent  Debtors,  in  consequence  of  some  of  the  provisions  of 
the  said  Acts: 

J.  Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  the  Lieutenant' Oovernory  Council  and  Jssemblyi  That, 
upon  the  passing  hereof,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  tor  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,, 
or  any  two  of  them,  upon  the  application  and  Petition  of  the  said  Henry  Lockyer,  to 
make  an  order  under  their  hands  and  seals,  for  bringing  up  before  them  the  said  Henry.

be  lawful  for  the  said  Justices  to  proceed  to  discbarge  the  said  Henry  Lockyer,  in  man- 
ner IS  is  prescribed  and  directed  by  the  said  Acts,  and  as  »f  Judgment  bad  been  enter- 
ed up  against  the  said  Henry  Lockyer,  and  to  make  an  order  for  that  purpose :  and  such

ing of,  all  Nuisances,'ofiensive  or  noisome  aubstauces>,  found  or  being  in  the  places  alore- 
said.

gf  in  order  to  contro?ert  the  claims  instituted  for  the  same  by  certain  Fersons  at 
MtoBp  aforesaid ;  ntnd  uhereas^  such  litigation  is  still  pending  end  undetermined|  and

I^HEREJS,  the  Manufacture  of  Chocolate  has  been  for  many  years  carried  on  in  this  Pretmbu 

Province,  but  has  recently  been  greatly  injured  by  the  Importation    from    Foreign 
C;(untries,  and  it  is  expedient  to  encourage  the  same  by  a  Fiounty : 

I.  Beit  therefore  tnaqted^  by  the  Lieutenant- Oooernor,  Council  and  Assembly,  That

Acts  for  the  relief  of  Insolvent  Debtors  from  Persons  Imprisoned  for  Debts  due  to  Mer- 
chants residing  in  the  United  Kingdom,  is  frequently  productive  of  great  hardship  to 
many  honest  but  unfortunate  Debtors,  who  have  been  rendered  unable  to  discharge  their 
Debts,  by  the  fluctuations  and  misfortunes  to  which  those  engaged  in  Trade  are  liable  ; 
tdrntiAhereos,  such  exclusion,  far  from  producing  any  benefit  to  the  Creditors  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  is  injurious  to  all  the  Creditors  of  such  Debtors,  wherever  they  may  re- 
side, as  it  discourages  such  Debtors  from  making  the  equitable  arrangements  of  their 
Property  for  the  benefit  of  all  their  Creditors,  which  the  Acts  for  the  relief  of  Insolvent
